1) The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claims 1-12 and shows altemative kallikrein inhibitors used for pertinent purposes. 
The subject-matter of claims 1-12 differs from this known subject matter of D1 in the 
respect, that different kallikrein inhibitors are described. 

The subject-matter of claims 1-12 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2) The problem to be solved by the present Invention may be regarded as the provision 
of alternative kallikrein inhibitors. The applicant has provided functional tests (examples 
59-60) which demonstrate that the inhibitors of claims 1 -1 2 are a workable altemative 
for those already known in the art as exemplified by D1 . 

The solution to this problem proposed in claims 1-12 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following reasons: 
the compounds of claim 1 ff. are new and have not been fairly suggested in the prior 
art. Moreover they are effective In the (in vitro) in suppressing cancer cell invasiveness. 
Therefore claims 1-12 are considered to be inventive under Art. 33(3) PCT. 

3) For the assessment of the present claims 9-1 0 on the question whether they are 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States. The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, for 
example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of claims to 
the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, claims to a 
known compound for first use in medical treatment and the use of such a compound to 
the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment. 
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
